Above the sea—Looking

From the Mammoth City Herald. 
Few people, even among those who 
have visited this wonderful region, 
realize the magnitude of our moun- 
tains and the altitude of our peaks. 
With the exception, perhaps, of a few 
isolated spots in Colorado, mining we 
believe has never, in this country, been 
carried on at such a hight above the 
ses as in Lake District. Virginia City 
was for a long time the loftiest mining 
camp of prominence on the coast. 
When the Comstock began te winter 
at 6,800 feet they thought they were 
up in the world sure enough. Finally 
came Bodie with its 8,500 feet, and 
that threw Virginia City in the shade. 
It was reserved for Lake to walk off 
with the persimmon in the form of al- 
titude. The office in which the Her- 
ald is printed is 10,200 feet above the 
level of the sea. The immease crop- 
pings of the Mammoth mine are 11, 
000 feet, while 
SUMMIT OF MINERAL HILL, 


near the Headlight and Monte Cristo 
sbafts is 11,700 feet above the sea 
level. The latter is 1300 feet above 
the surface of Lake Mary, by actual 
survey. When we think of these 
enormous hights, and compare them 
for instance with the famous Mount 
Washington of New Enyland, the lat- 
ter seem: little more than a mole 
hill. And what a difference, too, in 
the temperature. Here, though we 
have plenty of snow in winter, yet at 
10,000 feet elevation we live al! the 
year round in frail board houses, 
lined with muslin only and papered, 


while on Mount Washington, 6000- 


feet high, no one ever lives in wiuter 
but U. S. Meteorologists, and they 
are quartered in a stone hut, with 
walls three feet thick, lined with felt 
and heated with massive stoves. In 
this den they stay without ever poking 


‘their noses out of doors until the 


coming ef spring relieves them. 
Though within the region of perpet- 
ual snow, we spend our winters com- 


tortably, aud, for instance, last winter 


work was hardly suspended for a day.

Thomas L. Dawes, the young artist- 
miuer, who has made for himself quite 
a reputation for his efbellent sketches 
of the anderground workings, as wel!

frem Sierra county, Califoroia, where 
he had been working for tlie last sev- 
en or eight months. Tommy had the 
pleasure ef working for some time at 
Alleghanytown, some nine miles from 
Downieviile, in the midst of the old- 
est California gold diggings, and met 
many an old timer still delving away 
with pick and shovel, after the old 
style. At Alleghanytown is where 
John Mickay, the present bonanza 
king, used to work, and Tommy found 
a number of old miners who knew 
him well, and used to werk with him. 
Mackay was considered a good hand 
at the pick and shovel in those days, 
and used to work in the Old Bay State 
claim, now called the Masonic, and 
also in Red Star Gulch, near by. The 
cabin Mickay occupied still stands 
there. Tommy made a small pencil 
drawing of it, which he brought along 
and presented to us. It is a neat lit- 
tle one story shanty, about 12x16 feet 
in size, with two windows and a door, 
and a little porch in front, and a few 
straggling trees and shrubs, give it 
quite a pictorial appearance, se to 
speak. Mackay lives in a fine brick 
house gow and feeds on pate de foie 
gras; but he probably sleeps no sound- 
er, or has a better appetite, than when 
he lived on beans and flapjacks, and 
slept in that little old cabin of shakes.

countries and in all parts of all coun- 
tries, A. J. Bowie yesterday remarked 
during a conversation with the editor 
of the Times, that, according to the 
most careful analysis, it had n as- 
certained that the bricks in the build- 
ings in the city of Philadelphia con- 
tained gold on an average of 86 to 
each building. Taking the structures 
of that city as a basis upon which to 
make an estimate of the 


ments of Deadwood, we should place 
the average 1 of the glittering 
root of all evil in the numerous brick 
buildings of this camp at no less than 
$500. About all the brick which has 
been manufactured in this country 
were made of clay taken from our 


ings of our stamp mills, and the wealth 
of the tailings of our mills is well 
known. As an illustratien of the 
richness of the material from which 
some of the brick now laid in our 
buildings are made, we would men- 
tion that the proprietors of a yard on 
the Whitewood, a mile or two above 
the city, discovered last summer, after 
burning thousands of bricks, that the 
ground which they were using in their 
business was worth more for placer 
mining than for brick making, and ac- 
cordingly began sluicing, taking out 
good pay. Hence, it can be said that 
our brick blocks, to a certain extent, 
are houses built of gold.

Cruelty to the poor and unknown. 


The congressional comu.iitee of iu- 
vestigation into the gources of the 
prevailing labor depression visited 
Salt Lake last week and passed 
through Reno Menday night for Cali- 
fornia on a special sleeper. The 
Ogden Dispatch is infomed that 
these gentlemen took out of that 
city three large demijons of whiskey 
and a broken case of cigars. Nothing 
so greatly aids congressional commit- 
tees to a clear understanding of labor 
questions as whiskey. That the 
special car of the labor depression 
committee was not furnished by the 
governthent with an ample supply of 
whiskey te carry them through the in- 
vestigation, is due to the unjustifiable 
action of the Democrats in refusing to 
pass the necessary appropriation bills. 
Whatever loss the country may sus- 
tain through the failure of the com- 
mittee to investigate may be clearly 


traceable to insufficient whiskey; an 


insufficiency fer which the Demecratic 
party shou'd be held responsible. 


The Florida canal project is attract- 
ing a good deal of attention. A ship 
channel across the Florida peninsula 
has long been talked of. Lloyd As- 
pinwall, of Florida, is at the head of 
the enterprise. It is stated that he 
has enotgh money subscribed by for- 
eign capitalists to build the canal. 
Twenty millions is the estimate. Only 
sixty miles of cutting will be neces- 
sary upon the route selected. Aspin- 
wall says that his company is very 
desirous of having the charter granted 
at once, and guarantees in case this is 

done that the canal will be completed 
within the next three years. 


The Standard is urging the need of 
better protection against fire in Bedie. 
That town has only a small Babcock 
engine and a hook and ladder ‘appar- 
atus. The Standard recommends the 
purchase of a steam fire engine, and 
the construction of suitable reservoirs. 
Insurance in Bodie runs from tnree to 
ten per cent. Our contemporary 
wisely says that the expenditure of a 
few thousand dollars for fire purposes 
would be true economy. 


One of the advantages of life in 
Nevada is immunity from sunstroke, 
which is now slaying so many people 
in the East. One of the most remark- 
able cases of sunstroke is that of the 
keeper uf the Brooklyn Yacht Club 
House, a man seventy-eight years old.
